The water having soaked through the.

onward by the motion of the water, 
accompanied by a low rumbling sound. 
Another bog at Nowtownforbes, in 
Langford county, has also commenced 
to migrate, much to the loss and alarm 
of the peasantry.

nrriiugL' uiiil'cra to suit their own pur- 
posea. O'.i tho 7th March, 1882, a ro- 
Molution was passtsd by tlio house for a 
committee of enquiry on tho subject uf 
this claim,., On the 20th April the 
committee was accordingly brought in 
a report admitting the justness of tho 
claim, and recommending that it be 
paid. And iiuw tho "Heathen Chinee" 
comes on the acoiio. On tho 20th April 
tjio report camo before tho house and 
■was reud and adopted and ordered to be 
printed Oil tho motion for adoption and 
printiiii; being made by tho lata Mr. Ben- 
nett, tho chairinan, The Colvniat report 
of the proceedings states that, "hlnu. Mr. 
Ueavon objected to one atateiuont uf the 
report," which was, iiotwithstaudiiiL:. 
"adoi'ti;!) and ordered to bo printed by 
tho house." Now in this objection of 
Mr. fioaven'a "to one statement in the 
report" wo have tho key of the whole 
OlumitBOU scandal which has loomed on 
the house and tho juiblic during tho pre- 
sent session ua a hijjhtoncd, moral dis- 
Hiilving view, aurrounded by a bordor nf 
tho "votes and proceedings" of the 20th 
April, 1882, as laid before the houhe, with 
the motto "tho report was read Rnd nd- 
o7)(cf/ and ordered to be printed" repeat- 
ing itself with coiitumacious obstinacy, 
'i'iiuii tho house was prorogued on the 
2lBt April and Mr. Fell, clerk of the 
house, instructed the printer to "alter" 
the votes and proceedings, bo as to make 
the same read, "tho report was read and 
received and ordered to be printed. " The 
word ADOITED was struck out and the de- 
lilierale decision of tho hoiiao on the sub- 
ject set aside. Mr. i^'ell says "that he 
must have had authority from some one" 
for tho course ho took; but ho cannot tell 
from whom. Tho speaker, Mr. Williams, 
snid ho gave no authority to make such 
alteration. Then who did ? Surely it 
did not onianato from Mr. Beaven; it is 
so unlike )iin\, and Mr. Humphreys would 
not do Huch a thing. Yet Mr. Hum- 
phreys, on tho 2'Uh April, doubtless act- 
in;; under that higher inspiration 
which erased tie word "adopted" 
from tho votes and proceedings ot the 
house, made the h5»ir of the govornment 
printer again stand on end by ordering 
him not to publisii tlio report of t'le 
Cleuiitson coniinittue in the sessional [la- 
pors or in the journals of the house. 
What could tho poor man do? ho "made 
a note of it." This waa vigorous action, 
and how does Air. Humphreys get out of 
it? Although sumiiionod to appear before 
tho Committee which has just unearthed 
these nefarious proceedings, ho declines to 
appear. It was about time that a change 
too>c place. Here was £i ministry Grot 
altering tho record of tho votes and pro- 
ceedings of the house, and ref miner to act 
upon them, and thon boldly, in dofianco 
of tho house, wliich ordered it to bo 
printed, suppressing a report of a com- 
mittee by ordering it not to bo published 
either in the sessional papers or tlie jour- 
nals of the house. Lastly, a member of 
that ministry refusing to appear before a 
committeoof the house to give any infor- 
mation on tho Bubjoct. And all thia fuss 
evasion and dishonest manipulation to 
avoid paying the ainall sum of §200 ! 

HOTEL A CCOMMODA TION. 

The attention of the civilized world ajv 
pears to bo at last drawn to this westerly 
province of the Dominion. The govern- 
ment ofhcials, both Dominion and local, 
tho clergy, newspaper editors, business 
men, and many of our private citizens are 
in constant receint of letters of enfjuiry 
from all parts, asking a thousand and one 
questions, involving all manner of aub- 
jocta in connection with Britisli Colum- 
bia. A combination of circumstances has 
brought about thi.-i boginnuig of a tide of 
prosperity, but nothing has contributed 
HO much to this end, not even railway 
construction itsolf, as tho spirited and ac- 
curate akutches of aceiiory, descriptive 
notos and corrospondenco published in 
the London Grajjhic and Sliindard from 
the pen and pencil of Lord Lorno. Last 
summer the hotel accommodation was to- 
tally inadequate to meet tho require- 
monts of heahh-seekiiig visitor.s and tho 
travelling public, and although slightly 
improved ainco then, yet in view of the 
largely increased number of immigrants, 
tourists and business men who' are sure to 
visit this city and the province during tho 
approaching season it may safely bo af- 
firmed that double the present accommo 
dation would still be found insufliciont. 
The extoiisioii of the Driard hotel, the 
100 rooms that are talked of in connec- 
tion with the St. Nichola.i and the hirge 
addition to tho Oriental will, after com- 
pletion, relieve the pressure to some ox- 
tent; but half the summer will bo over 
before tho contemi>latod improvements 
can be completed. Something ought to 
bo done immediately in tho way of prepar- 
ation fcjr tlin influx of people that is sure 
to come before many weeks are over. So 
far as board and meals aro concerned lit- 
tle difficulty need be apprehended. The 
chief desiderata Trill bo rooraa and 
lodging facilities. Till some of our enter- 
prising moneyed men nhnll erect a large, 
first class hotel, which it is to bo hoped 
will be an accomplished fact before long, 
the e-tpectcd pressure might be reliovod by 
some systematic arrangement among the 
many families in tho city having spare 
rooms that might be occu|)lod by respect- 
able HtraiigoiH. If people having such ac- 
commodation wero to make the fact 
known at tho principal hotels or else- 
where, parties who could not bo accom- 
racdiited at the hotels might bo directed 
to whore they could find a temporary rest- 
ing place. Timely action in this matter 
would add very materially to the comfort 
of visitors and renuivu a fertile aourco of 
dissatisfaction and annoyance. That 
sometliing cr other should be done with 
as littlo delay as possible is very appar- 
ent. From present indications the capa- 
bilities of tho city in this respect will soon 
be taxed to tho utmost and it becomes tho 
imperative duty of all who can in any way 
relievo thia strain when it comes, to do so 
and prevent the idea getting abroad that 
it is no use visiting Victoria because ac^ 
coramodation Is not to be had either in 
hoteU or eliewherb.

His reign is nearly over. The strong, 
the willing and the lehite are coming in 
thousands to occupy this fair hiiul. Lot 
them conio. There is room enough for 
all who are likely to arrive for tho next 
twenty years. Columbia otlors a mild 
climate and fertile soil, rich mines, a 
settled form of government, protection 
for life and propertyr and honfostends 
» hero "a man may sit beneath his 
ovMi vine and fig-tree and none to make 
him nfrnid."

But the doctor uses 
thera to illu.strate t/te report ; and 
placed as they are tliey do not refer at 
all to the letter, Wliftt a forlnnuti 
escape 1 The last iinrt of the para- 
graph is mere vapor, a sort of haze that 
enables a person who can read to im- 
agine what the doctor intended to say. 

Jiere ia another quotation from his 
elegant letter: "I niu aware that the 
printed report of the investigation is 
not a very cle'ir one, but I nm not re- 
sponflible for that." True, lie is not 
responsible for Ai.i, the obscurif.y ol' 
the report, but he is reapousibhj for 
the part of it wjiicli is his own. He

In hia letter lie concctH that portion of 
his evidence, and ailds, ''1 fail to see 
in all this anything to justify the libel- 
lous buffoonery of the article in your 
paper. Had it been ])ubliBhed as a 
letter from a eorrespondent I should 
have allowetl it to pass as beneath con- 
tempt.'' 

Your correspondent (escaped the first 
dose, labelled "Silly and contemptible;'' 
but "libellous buffoonery" is a kill or 
cure prescription. I suppose it if "one 
that may bo given when the patient is 
dying." I needn't take it now. In- 
deed, I would not take it if it were la- 
belled {"passable Init not correct.'' It 
isn't a good \n\\ ; but it might be use- 
ful in the report. If that document 
bo jiurged of the ignorance it diplays 
it wouLi lie gretitiy imiiroved. 

There is no (:\'i(lciice to show tli;tl 
your correspondent ilistorted any of 
the quotatioiis he made from that fa- 
mous dqpument. He intended to save 
it from the obscurity to ■.vhioh it was 
condemned, but must have failed if 
the printer's devil had not, by mistake, 
placed it in tho column where youi- 
leadera bhino. Tho littie imp that 
moved the letter to tho leading page 
deserves applause. He gets it and 
your correspondent is invited to take 
the pills 1 But the report is n caution. 
He'd scarcely take a dose of medicine 
here if it were labelled "Iloncy."

Nkw Youiv, March IS, — .\ cable spe- 
cial from London of the 17th says: The 
sight of the inexpressible havoc wrought 
by Thursday night's explosion is doing 
vastly more to create uneasiness in the 
public, mind than eould be done by all 
tho iiowapapor reports that could possibly 
be written. Great oiforts aro being niado 
to prevent any future attempts of tho 
same sort. Alost of tho clubs have put 
un night watclur.on, and at the Bank of 
England the nightly military picket, al- 
ready of quite formidable luinibors, has 
been doubled. The attack upon the 
Tlmea office ssoms to have been con- 
nected with some of the eniployoa of tho 
establishment who are profoundly discon- 
tented and would stand at nothing that 
could be safely done — that is, v/hich 
would injure Walter and his unpopular 
manager, McDonald. Fears are also en- 
tertained in London that the destruction 
may be attempted of some of the most 
precious of our national buildings, and 
especially Weaininster Abbej'. In short, 
there is a good deal of panic prevalent in 
tho liriti.^h metropolis at this present 
moment. 

STUOiro FEKl.I.NO Afi.VI.VST THE IKKSll. 

As is always tho ca.se with a panic, 
there ia mingled no little fury, and the 
popular feeling is certainly rising against 
the Irlali. The crowds that flock to par- 
liament street hourly nianifoatly >^a away 
very angry, and any repetition of Thurs- 
day niglit's business might lead to dread- 
ful scenes in many large towns of Eng- 
land by way of rough retaliation.

Tho Prince 
of \\ales, tho Duke of Cambridge, Mr. 
Gladstone and nearly all the members of 
tho cabinet visited Charles street and in- 
spected tho ruins. I'arliamont stroot, 
wide aa it ia, was an impaaaablo block of 
carriages, and Rotten Row was deserted 
for Woatniinater. Workmen woro busy 
repairing the ditforont oflicea, soino of 
which will have to bo closed for over a 
week, and an oflicial investigation of a 
thoroushly fruitless character occupied 
the entire day . Dynamite is not to tho 
English taste from any point of view, and 
tho feeling which baa bean ongondorod by 
this latest outrage ia of the bitterest kind. 
The degree of public oxasporation which 
has been reached is unprecudentod during 
many years of Irish agitation. Tho Times 
is vicious and childiah, as ita endeavors 
aro to connect the matter with Mr. Par- 
ncll and to ti.x tho reaponsibility for it 
upon tho Irish agitator. Uepreaented 
accurately, tho sontimont of tho public at 
large is tiiat of determined and unrelent- 
ing hostility, of impatience with any but 
the severest measures and of distrust of 
everything palliative or explanatory. 

Il.VSHLKSS SfSl'ICIONS. 

Theri- ia not tho slightest ovidiinco that 
tho explosion liad anything to do with 
Ireland; that it was not the work of per- 
sons purely and grat uitiously depraved, 
or that it was not the simple and indo- 
pendont expression of opinion on the part 
of some wild socialist. Tho first general 
public .as3um[)tion ascribed it to tho 
P'eniaiis; then, with tho assistance of the 
Z'i/)it'.s, it waa construed aa the Fenian an- 
swur to Ciladatono'a speech on Wednes- 
day, when ho stated the government's 
position in re«!ard to the land aot. The 
coincidence distiirbH every ono, and on all 
aides attention is called to the events 
which aro alleged to have followed tho 
significant acts or utterances on tlio part 
of Paruell. His remarks in tho House 
of Commona ou Wednesday night aro now 
held to have beon a sort of signal that a 
demonstration was required in order to 
show tho government what the feeling of 
Ireland really is. Nothing could be more 
nroposterous; but. at the same time, the 
avidity with which such theories and 
stories are entertained shows what the 
condition of the English temper is in this 
matter.

Tho alleged attempt to blow up the 
Timi'A otlico on tho same evoning has not 
received much consideration, public or 
official; but the guards at the office and at 
the I'ank of England have been doubled 
and sentriea have been placed at all the 
i.c.iiiiaterial ofiicos. 

ANOKK AT AJlEBICA. 

Tho tolograma from America describing 
the reception of tho news in New York by 
tho adhoronta of Roaaa and the Skirmiah- 
inp Fund has created a sensation. Tho 
Tories are particularly bitter against what 
they describe as public countenance and 
oncourageniont which the United States 
is wiving to civilization by dynamite. 
Public sentiment against tho murderous 
conspiracy, thoy aay, \?i not strong or out- 
spoken in America, or those open niani 
festations on the part of Now York Irish- 
men would bo impossible, all of which 
shows that Whigs and Tories alike are be- 
coming nervous and restloas on tho sub- 
ject of Irolaiul, and that there is not any 
too much reaaonal)leneas on either aide.

PoopIo of Lompoc Destroy a No'wly 
Oponod Liquor Saloon and Tliroat- 
en to 7ar and Feather tho 
Uozt Offender. 

I^LoMi'ou, inarch 17. — --Vt the citizens' 
mass mooting this afternoon, in front of 
Davis & Drumm'a newly opened saloon 
on H street, within a few feet of Din- 
widdle's Hall, hundreds of men and wo- 
men assembled, a !;uod portion of them 
coming many miles from all over the val- 
ley. There were ainging, prayers, spoochea 
and exhortatii.-ns to the runisellors in true 
crusade style. A motion prevailed that 
all in favor of maintaining tho principles 
of tho Liunpoc Tomporanco Colnny, pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, move to the right of 
the chairman; those oppoaod to such 
iiiaintoiiance, to the left. .-Vll but a small 
minority, mostly aiiigle young men, moved 
to the right, sinid cheers. It was then 
unanini.ausly deciiled that IJaviu & 
Druniin, binding themacdves not again to 
sell li(pior in Lompoc, be ntiorod the 
pricu of the material used in building the 
saloon, that tho people might have a 
rousing bontiro. Five minutes were given 
for a decision, inlluential citizena person- 
ally urging them to comply. (.)n their 
Hat reiuaal, it was reaolved "that this 
saloon is a public nuisance," and then, 
"that li(|uor aoUing should not be toler- 
ated in tho Lompoc Temperance Colony. " 
Ladies crowded round tho saloon -keepera 
and mothers pleaded most pathetically to 
yield, like good men? and give up the 
ruinous business; but nothing available, 
they replying with taunts and sneers. 
.Suddenly several heavy joists wore hoard 
crashing through tho aiilea of the build- 
ing, a ropo was run round it. and the 
men, women and boya pulled with a will, 
clieering, and aa they topped it over and 
over eager hands tore it to pieces. Lusty 
cheera and hat throwing followed. Ne.xt, 
with the utmoat accord and ontliuaiaam, 
tho meeting decided that no citizen should 
bo taken out of tho valley by any ono on 
account of thia action, and that any re- 
taliation should 1)6 met with summary 
and condign punishment; that any party 
attampting to start liquor selling in Lom- 
poc should bo tarred and feathered and 
ridden out of town on a rail. It having 
boon rumored that .1. V. Dinwiddle had 
intended to sell liquor, the ladies waited 
on him, l)ut ho denied it, and otforod to 
let a commi(teo search hia premises for 
liquor. In the eight years of the colony's 
oxistonco one druu store has beon emptied 
of li(pi()r, tnio hotel bombsliolled, one 
aaloon ditto, and ono saloon torn town.

Two opposing counsel, Harry Rech- 
er and E. T. Essery, hnil a tilt at the 
Police Court yesterday, in the course 
oii which Essery insinuated that Becli- 
er intluenced tlie Court.

fore liio Superior Court to day. Mr. 
Rooth, the bookkeeper of the tirm of 
Robert McCready 1- Co., swore posi- 
tively that tho note n[)on which the 
Union Rank sued McCready for jiay- 
ment was a forgery. This sustained 
Sir. Robert McCready's evidence. He 
also said that bo had gone to the ITnion 
Rank and told them the note was a 
forgery. He was accused in cross-ex- 
amination with having once been 
charged with embezzlement by hia for- 
mer employers, J. Si D. McMurney, 
but retorted that ho had been honora- 
bly acquitted. The accused will have 
to answer for his forgeries at the Crim- 
inal Court, tho Grand Jury having re- 
turned true bills against liim.

Zarl Iilars Dies in London Aftor a 
Llngorlner Illness 

LoNiioN, March 10. — Karl Marx, tho 
founder of tho international working- 
men's association and founder of com- 
munism, died yesterday. Dr. Friedrich 
Engol, an intimate friend of Karl Marx, 
aays Marx died in London, near Regent's 
l)ark- Dr. Engol wa.i present at lus 
death, which was caused by bronchitis, 
abcesa of the lunt;s and internal blooding. 
Ue died without pain. Out of respect to 
the wishes fif Marx, who always avoided 
a demonatralion, hia family have decided 
to have a private func^ral. .\bout oight- 
oen persona will bo present, including a 
few friends who are coming from tho con- 
tinent. The place of interment is not 
announced. Dr. Engel will probably 
apoak at the grave. There will be no re- 
ligious coremony. Marx spent part of 
tho summer at Argentouil and returned 
to London in October. At tho time of 
his death a third edition of Marx's book 
" Das Kapital," first published in 18C4, 
was preparing for the press. There was 
a difficulty in getting the details of his 
death, caused by tho fact that, ihough 
Marx had been ill for a long time, Dr. 
Engol waa the only person allowed to see 
him. 

FoiiEiG.N'Eiis All.. (iUADUAi.i.v getting 
foothold in France. In liic first quar- 
ter of the pre.sent century only a few 
were living in France, but in 1851 
their number had increased to 378J)63, 
In 18G1 their number was 197,091; in 
187'2, just after the war, thoy nuiulicr- 
ed 740,000, and in 1S81 they wore ov- 
er 1,000,000, or nearly 3 ycv cent of 
the total population. 'J'he annual in- 
crease between 1876 and 1831 was at 
the rate of 40,000, which, if continued, 
would represent nearly 4,000,000 for- 
eigners in the year 1930. Two means 
are suggested for counteracting this 
alow occupation of Franc:e by foreign- 
ers — tho population becoming more 
prolific and the workmen less fastidious.
